1 . Claims 33-40, 44-50, 54-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach that, an individually addressable segment wherein the 
first electrode and said second electrode are aligned in the same direction wherein the 
segments has a length significantly greater than its width; a driver circuit electrically 
connected to said segments and further wherein said segments are controlled by said 
driver circuit such that the chromaticity of the light output from the light source is 
selectable to create a desired ambient light source in combination with all limitations 
recited in independent claim 33. 

Prior art does not teach that, the step of: inputting color information to the 
controller; a driving the segments according to the input color information such that the 
putting light from the light source correlates to the input color information, wherein each 
of the segments includes a first electrode and a second electrode and the first electrode 
and the second electrode are aligned in the same direction and wherein each of the 
segments has a length significantly greater than its width recited in independent claim 
54. 

Prior art does not teach that, each segments electrically isolated from other the 
segment such that an electrical short in one of the each segment does not short any 
other light segment and a controller driving the plurality of light segments wherein each 
of the segments includes a first electrode and a second electrode and the first electrode 
and the second electrode are aligned in the same direction and wherein each of the 
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segments has a length significantly greater than its width recited in independent claim 
59.
